In 25 years 
find that Mr. Thomas has used lead 
ipes,-and we also find that these pipes 
ave boen used since 1SS5, or seven 
ears before Mr. Thomas went into of- 
ice. We do not find that at any time 
homas had gone against tho advice of 
xperts In this line. There hasn't been 
reduced in evidence anything to show 
hat the conduct of the department lias 
iot been what it should have been. We 
laven't had physicians or board of 
health officials to testify that tho de- 
lartment as conducted was a menace to 
jubllc health. We have shown that Mr. 
Thomas wag the operating man in his 
Lepartment, and that tho matter of se- 
ecting tho pipes rested with the water 
board and commissioner. Mr. Gardner, 
who was elected to succeed Mr. Thomas, 
admitted that conditions have changed 
with various administrations. There is 
no superintendent ot water works and 
has not been any since Mr. Thomas was 
removed, Sir. Gardner being the oper- 
ating man for the department. We find 
that tho handling of the 
departmen 
has been In tha hands of Mr. Brown 
and that also applies to the purchase 
of supplies. It has never been our pur 
pose to make objections to tho purchase 
of supplies in emergency cases, but 
would lik'3 to call attention to the fac 
that we wanted to show 122 renuisi 
tlons that did not pass through the reg 
ular channel.
